Condemnation of the practice that prevails in some 
circles of exaggeration of conditions at the various points 
where shopmen have gone out on strike can not be too 
strongly condemned. Rumors of trouble fly hither and yon 
without the slightest foundation, and as a consequence 
the public is stirred to a pitch of excitement dangerous 
in many ways, injustice is done to the community in which 
the outbreaks are alleged to have occurred— and men 
w ho are keeping within the law are loaded with a burden 
which should not be placed upon them. 
A case in point wTas the publication in this morning s 
issue of the Kansas City Journal of a scare headline an­ 
nouncing “riots near Katy shops in Sedalia, followed by 
an article saving that “hell had broken loose” in this city, 
and other statements describing conditions here totally at 
variance with the truth in every particular. 
There could 
have been no foundation for any one of the assertions 
made, for since the beginning of the strike until now, 
nothing has occurred in Sedalia that could by the greatest 
stretch of imagination have been distorted into even a 
basis for these accusations.

BIG SLUMP TO THE 
KANSAS WHEAT CROP 
TOPEKA, 
Kansas, July l l — The 
Kansas wheat crop slumped 8,000,- 
000 bushels during the month of June 
due principally to the shrivelling of 
•the grain by the extreme heat, ac­ 
cording to the monthly crop report of 
Edward C. Paxton, federal crop sta­ 
tis tic a l issued today. 
This report 
estim ates the wheat crop at 109,447,- 
000 bushels. 
Condition of the crop 
declined from 75 per cent of normal 
on June I to 72 per cent on July I. 
The corn acreage is 15 per cent 
greater than last year. 
It is 5,291,- j 
OOO acres, with a c o n d itio n of 83 per 
cent of normal on July I—exactly the 
ten year average on that date. 
It 
promises a yield of 94,418,000 bushels 
and considering present ample sup­ 
ply of m oisture—is likely to exceed 
the 100,000,000 mark, the report says.
